PRESIDENT WILLIAMS OF CALIFORNIA 
JOCKEY CLUB COMING HERE. 

Adverse Leqislation Is Threatened — Start 
Affects Boloman’s Chances — Durnell’s 
Protest Is Denied. 



New’ Orleans, lia., .Tanuary 11. — Colloquy, the fast 
th ret* -year-old filly h.v Kussell — La Tom*, from (I. 
Holle’s .stal»le, t*overed her.self with glory by an 
astoumling |>erformance at City Park thi.s aftef- 
n«M*n. running live and one-lialf furlongs in 
thereby h»wering the former track mark of 1 :<K** 
ft*r tlie dlstamv, made by Florentine. .March 2. IIMV*. 
and also equalling the .\meriran record for the 
distaiH*e established at llarlefn, O«*tol»er 1, IttOfi. 
by Edward Corrigan’s EngHsb bred Mt-tJee. Collo<|uy 
had lip ninety-four iMUiiids. F’loreiitiiie llO, and 
Mctiee ItC*. ColltHpiy was not the only rei’ord- 
breaking i*erfornier ttnlay, as .Juggler, lii the hamli- 
cap that precedeil the race won by C'OlbHpiy. lK*at 
tlie 1 ::a»K tra<k record establbdied by Six .^Inioier 
for a mile, by clipping oue-liftli of a »e<*oml from 
till* time. 

The rai’es in which tlx* records were broken were 
tlie feature immliers of a g^iotl program. .Minu'ie 
Adams, on the strength of her recent gotnl trials 
and well known liking for a mile was a strong 
favirt’ite for the handicap. She was supported not 
abme by the big sj>eculators, init by the public in 
general. Her showing was » disjippolntment in 
every res|»e<*t, for at no time was slie a factor and 
despite Nb-ol’s urging she trailed iier opiMmeiUs a 
bad last all the way. .Juggler was at all times the 
leader in the race and won as his rider pleased. 

The losses siistaiiieil by the IxMjkmakers during 
the past week have strained their bankrolls j 

aiderably. This was m.tde manifest ibis afternoon 
when only twenty-five layers applied for stands. 
The ileneaise in iiuinbers gave the liookmakers an 
op|K>rtuiiit.v to handle a hirger volume of money 
and as most of the winners were only Inkew’armly 
supported the i>encilars had a profitable day. 

Owner (Jihlersleeve bad planned a big «-onp wtili 
Alsouo, but a bud start knockwl bis calculations 
into a i-ocked hat. Penrhyn, which l>eat Al.sono, 
was off running and showt*<l the w'ay throughout. 
Witli an even scnd-<ifT Alsono would have won, as 
he wsis steadily wearing 1‘eivrhyn down. tJilder- 
sleeve bill Penrliyn up over his entered price 

of t|;riO0 and iMinght him. 

.Marvin Neal, at a long price, was sncces.sfnl in 
till* third race, but his owner profit<Ml little by his 
vb’iory as I*. -M. Civill, owner of I»r. McCluer, bid 
the winner up $400 over the $."*00 he was in for and 
liis owner retaimsl him with an advaiK*e bid. 

PiK>r riding was resiKinsible for the defeat of 
Coll ness in the first r-ai’e and Florizel in the closing 
one. It »HHiId have lieeu ex|>ecte<i that Perrett 
would ride a bail ra«*e on Floriz**!, but J. Martin’s 
exlilblfion on Coltness was raiiii and would have 
l»eA*ii inexcn.siible even for an exercising lad. 

For laid liebavior at the post, starter Cassidy 
snsfiended jiK-key C. Morris for six days. He also 
snspeiHled jiwkeys Llo.vd and .J. Daly for three days 
e:nh. 

JOCKEY CLUB RE-ELECTS OFFICERS. 

Racinq Officials Are Re-appointed — Radtke’s 

Case Referred to License Committee.

New’ York, .January 11. — At the annual meeting 
of the stewards of the Joi’key Club last night the 
rhief ofiiivrs were re-elected: August Belmont, 

chairman; .James 11. Keene, viA*e-chairman, and F. 
K. Sturgis, secretary-treasurer. Messrs. I*”. U. 
Hitchcock, H. K. Knapp and Andrew’ Miller were 
apiMiiuted as the committee on licenses. 

For the coming racing season the following offi 
cials were chosen: Clarence McDowell, C. H 

Pettiugill, judges; H. C. Crickmore, clerk ot scales; 
\V. S. Vofduirgh, handicapiier ; Mars Cassidy, .starter. 

The case of jix-key Herman Uadtke, who was 
suspended last autumn for a bad l<x*king rlile or 
T«Miiiny Warldell, was referred to the License Com 
mittee. 

The question of the eligibility of C. E. Dnrneirs 
entries to stakes for the Coney Island .Jockey Club’s 
spring meeting was ixassed for tonsideratiou at a 
future meeting. 

Aniendnieiits to the rules of racing were adopted, 
one to the effect that “a hor.se sliall not l>e qnali 
fleil to run in a race unless he has been announced 
as a starter, tieing im the grounds of the association, 
and the name of his j<K*key given to the clerk of 
the course or the clerk of the scales not less than 
thirty miuntes before the time apiH>inted for the 
ra<*e.” 

Rule No. 74 was stricken out and jiaragrapli III 
of rule 147 which read: “Any person who shall 

cmiploy a jo<*key or trainer in contravention of this 
rule shall lie liable to be lined by the stew’ards of 
the Jiwkey Club” w’as amended by the addition of 
the words “or by the stewards.’* 

A new rule was adopteil that the rules of racing 
supersede the conditions of a race or regulations of 
SL meeting w’hen they conflict. 

HAMBURG THIRD IN THE SIRE LIST. 



Hamburg, the twelve-year-okl son of Hanover and 
I.«ady Reel, daughter of Fellowcraft and Mannle 
Orey (the dam of Himyar), is third in the stallion 
list for 1906. Hail Burgomaster lM>en able to fill 
all of his engagements last year it is altogetiier 
likely that Hamburg would have headed the list 
M be Jiil 1 b lUOG* for Burgomaater made it clear 



t.liat he was .\c<H>nntant’s master when they met in 
the Belmont Slakes. Hut that is a case of “ifs 
and ands.’’ 

Hamburg was br<nl by Conrad J. Enright, who in 
1H9.’* was the o\Vner of Elmemlorf Stud. .Tohn E. 
Mad<h*n Isnight Jiambnrg as a yearling and nued 
him as a fwtvyeandd, selling him at the eml of 
season of lSt»7 to .Manns Daly for $4lt.l>00. As a 
thn*** -year -old in isjis, lie carrleil the colors of .Mr. 
Daly and went into the stud at his Bitter R<M*t 
Farm in .Mimlana In the spring of ISO**, .\fter the 
death of .Mr. Daly Bitter RikiI Stud was dis- 
Iiersed ami William C. Whitney lionght Hamburg 
at the auction for $iiO.0o0. After .Mr. Whitiew’.- 
death hJs La Belle Stud was S4»ld and at .Madisim 
Square tJanleii in OctolH*r, P.Mil, lh«* gnait horse was 
kiKK’ked down to Harry Payne Whitney for $70,tHN), 
the higlu*st price ever paid for a uative-hred stallion 
in America. Haiulmrg is now at Harry Payne 
Whitney’s Br<M*kdale Stud, Red Bank, N. Y. 

Hamburg was one of America’s lK*st r«i*ebors4*s. 
He had sjieed, stamina and i*onrage and great 
ability to <tirry weight. He was sound in wind 
nd limb and comldiieil a robust (Constitution witii 
|H*rfect dis[K)sitlon. The distance of a race 
seemed immaterial to him. He had no particular 
fancy in this respect. As a testimonial to bis c»»n- 
.sistency there stands the fact that he was never 
uiqilai’ed. He ran in twenty-one races, won slxl(*eii 
of them, WHS se<*oiul in three and third in two. 
Sixt(*en of his starts were made as a. tw*»-year-old. 
He won twelve of them, was second three times 
;ind third once. His total winnings on the turf 
amouuUHl to $ti2,.3.S7. The first of bis get were 

sold as yearlings in 1901. 'Aere w’ere twelve of 
tliem and they brought the ikplendid average of 
;2,JMX). Here is the record of tlie performances of 
Hamburg’s get during the year 1906:

<'oin|H*teiit jiirisdictiuii, shall I»e fim*d not less than 
$2.%tt nor iu(*re flian and, in the case of a 

natural |M*rsoii so (‘onvi<*te<i, shall also lie imprisoned 
in tlie penitentiary for u iM*riiKl of not less tlian one 
n<*r more than tliree years, and in case the person 
so <*«*iivict(Ml shall t>e a (‘i>rp(»ratiou, in addition to 
such fine il« charter shall Ik* by such court ad 
Jndg»*d to Ik* f(*rfcited and its cor|M*rate exi.steiice 
and right to do business in tills state shall cease 
and del ermine. 

“Sec. 2. Be it further enacted. 3’hat any p«*rson 
wlio, either as owner, agent, officer or emplo.ve, slcill 
in any nMUit, hall, hons«‘. or in any liiclosnre or upon 
any track, jiatli, road or course, whether within or 
wlllioiit an inclosim*. in this state, engagt* in 
eiiconraghig. promoting, aiding or assisting in the 
o|ie-rati(»ii of a lietting lKM»k, or a French mutual 
|MM»1 devi(v, n|M>n any kind of a horse race or ra(*es, 
or in s<*Iling auction pools u|K)n any horse race, or

“Sec. 3. Be it further enacted, That any person 
in tills slate wiio shall make any l>et or wager 
uiK>n the result of any horse race or races, whether 
said ra(*e be run, paced or trotted within this state 
or elsewhere, shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, and, 
upon conviction, shall be fined not less than $.50 
nor more than $250, and imprisoned in the county 
workhouse for a period of not less than three 
inoinths nor more than twelve months. 

“Se<\ 4. Be it further enacted. That this act take 
effect from and after its passage, the public welfare 
requiring it.”

Critic Gets the Decision — Bad Start In the 
Fifth Race — Good Weather. 



Los .\ngeles. Cal., January 11. — By far the largest 
crowd in almost tw’o weeks was present at Ascot 
‘ark today on account of clear sunshiny weatlier 
and witnessed excellent sport. The track had dried 
out considerably, giving the horses fair footing and 
the time in several instances was good, w’hen all 
things W’ere taken into consideration. The finish 
in the last race, which was w’on by Critic, w’as one 
of the closest and most exciting of the prewnt meet- 
ing. in fact so close that few’ W’ere able to say 
which finished first and many of the spectators 
stood in breathless expectation until the numbers 
W’ere flashed. 

The start in the fifth race was one of the worst 
seen at this meeting, at least four of the field being 
turned the wrong way wlien the barrier w’eut up. 
.ydie Wrousman, which was backed by the sharp- 
shooters, was all but left and had no chance. Suc- 
ed’s effort in the third race wa§ particularly note- 
worthy, the mare being in splendid fettle and simply 
spreadeagled the others. She displaj’ed a burst of 
si*eed that has hardly been equaled here this year. 

TEXT OF THE TENNESSEE BILL. 



The text of the antl-bettlug bill which was intro- 
duced in the upjier house of the ’JVnnessee lK*gis- 
lature by Senator Lou Faust, of Uamiitou County, 
last We<lnesday, is as follows; 

“A bill to be entitled ‘An act to prohibit gambling 
on hcu’se races.* 

“Section 1. Be it enacted by the general assembly 
of the state of Tennessee, That any person or per 
sons, or cewporations, wh#, as owners, lessee or 
otherwise, shall keep or have under his, their or its 
control or management, any room, hall or house, or 
a track, path, road or course, whether within or 
without an inclosure, for the purpose of encourag- 
ing, promoting, aidin g or assisting in any betting or 
wagering upon any kin<i of a horse race, or where

New’ York, .January 11. — In J. B. Hagglu’s brick 
barn on tlie Nwk nwd at Sh<*epshead Bay there are 
ipinrtcred twenty two-year-olds lii the care of 
trainer CTiarles Littlefield. There are twelve colta 
and eight fillies and they make up the l>est looking 
lot that the master of Elmendorf Stud has had in 
training hereabouts in a number of years. Tliey 
were all catalogiu'd for the sales here last June and 
September and twelve of them were reported to 
have been sold — five to E. E. Burnett, two to New- 
ton Bennington, two to W. B. Jennings, one to 
John Mackey, one to G. B. Morris and one to H. T, 
Oxnard. It is not explained how these tw’elve got 
Iwck into the Hagglii establishment, but their pi-es- 
eiice there gives more c<*lor to the claims of horse- 
men that to guess what has been and has not been 
really sold at a Haggin auction is harder than 
solving a chini*se puzzle. 

The liest apiiearing youngster in the wmp:my l3 
the strapping big cliestnnt colt by Order — Jauii*e. 
'Fills is the first foal out of the young daughter of 
.Midlothian. Janice Avas a stake winner and a good 
ra<vmare. This c'olt is quartered like a fonr-jear- 
old and has a superb head ami neck. He was 
knocked down Septeml*er lO to E. E. Burnett. 

Rosette, the dam of Janice, .Jonquil, Gold Badge 
and other winners, is repre.seuted by a well turned 
<*olt by Watercress. He stands close to sixteen 
hands. He went under the hammer to Newton 
Bcmiiiigton’s bid of $15,000 in June. 

'Fhe bay colt by Kinley Mack — Florence Brecken* 
ridge fills the eye wonderfully well. In conformation 
he has everything to r«*commend him, and suggests 
great s^ieed. He w’as knocked down to E. E. 
Burnett for $250. 

I.a Cachnea is represented by a bay colt by Star 
Ruby, Avhich shows the l)ost of racing points. Ho 
has a good head and neck, well turned shoulders and 
(piarters. He is a half brother to Graceful and 
Lnciline and was supposed to have been sold to 
Newton Bennington for $1,600. 

Fascine, a mare by Indio, is represented by her 
first foal, a bay colt by St. Gatien. He is not up 
to the others in size*, but has much to recommend 
him. He Avas kn<M*ked down to W. B. ^euninga 
for $350. 

JArnsilla, by Hampton, has a racy-looking bay colt 
by Gr(*enan to represent her. This one Avent under 
the hammer to E. E. Burnett for $1,000. 

A slashing looking hay wit is that by Canopua, 
out of Summit. He has a l>eautiful head and neck, 
is deep through the heart, grand quarters, Avith hia 
hind legs Avell set under him. There will be much 
dis.api>olutmeut if he d(*es not race Avith credit Avhen 
th(*ronghly tit. He was knocked down to John 
.Mackey for $1,000. 

The chestnut colt by Bathampton, out of Darebelle 
is built on gf»od lines, with quarters like an aged 
horse. He should train into a good colt. E. E. 
Burnett Avas snp|x>sed to have purchased him for 
$.300.
